For the Bureau's further confidential information, it has been 
noted that uT"S. Attorney HBB&Cir nas not to date indicated a particularly 
aggressive attitude towards this ease, and it is apparent that he does 
not desire to assume the responsibility Tor initiating the proceedings 
without having the previous approval of the Department to back him up* 

From the nature of several casual remarks made to the writer, it appears 
that Mr. HERRICK feels that considerable trouble and criticism would arise 
in Puerto Rico if CAMPOS were returned to the Island and thereafter have 
his probation revoked* In fact, on two occasions the U. S. Attorney 
mentioned semi-serious ly to the writer, his concern over the possible 
safety and welfare of his wife and two young children in the event that 
he, the U. S. Attorney, was instrumental in revoking the probation of 
CAMPOS* 


It is therefore apparent that no specific action in this 'case 
can be expected to originate in Puerto Rico unless prior approval of the 
Department has been secured. Both the United States Attorney and Judge 
COOPER are now awaiting instructions from the Department, and until such 
are received, no action can be expected in Puerto Rico. 

The above is furnished for the Bureau's confidential information, 
with the view that possibly this entire matter can be brought to a speedy 
conclusion in Washington, whereby a definite decision could be reached and 
the United States Attorney in San Juan be specifically and finally advised 
whether or not a ay proceedings should be instituted*

INDIA AND PUERTO RICO 

JAY HOLMES SMITH, who according to^mjwis director of the 
Free India Committee of the^^llcwship of Roconc^mftion, at 2929 Broadway, 
New York City, has frequently been in conference with CAMPOS. At a meeting 
of the Junta of Manhattan, the Secretary General of the Nationalist Party, 
G..NDIA, spoke concerning SMITH, revealing that SMITH had been imprisoned 
in India by the British because of his crusade for Indian independence^ 
G.JIDIA continued that upon SMITH* s release from prison he came to New York 
where he contacted the subject and, after a series of private conferences, 
SMITH included in his program the independence of Puerto Rico. SMITH has 
frequently compared the subject with MAILATM-v G.ANDHI of India. At this 
meeting of the Junta, G..NDIA distributed various green pamphlets which 
devoted the first page to independence of India. The last two pages of 
this pamphlet were devoted to Puerto Rican independence 

GANDIA continued that SMITH was at present preparing the largest 
picket group ever known to history to march upon the Uhitc Housc^j^ 

It should bo noted that on January 26, 1944, this group under 
SMITH picketed the British Embassy, in New York City. Members of this 
picketing group carried cardboard signs calling for the freedom of India 
as well as freedom of Puerto Rico.

TORRES, who had been released oi^ail^attendc d a meeting of the Junta 
located at 1794 Lexington Avenue, New York City. At this meeting, TORRES 
reported that while he was in the cell he walked around touching each bar 
of his cell saying, "This one is JUJJnJSTiMO, this one is the great 
master, PEDRO ALB I ZU- CAMPOS, this one is RAMIREZ" and in this Tray he kept 
thinking how ho, too, had aided in the glory of making some sacrifice 
for tho independence of Puorto Rico. He reported that he would now 
meet other nationalist prisoners and that he would give them a brotherly

-*vonuo, Bronx. Confidential Informant ^^^^^feeported that the people 
i >|0 with whom he had spoken to in the Bronx xr^ofercncc to the change made by 
CAIIPOS in appointing G.JTDIA as secretary general did not favor this change. 

The informant reported that they did not believe that GAIIDIA was as 
capable a man as CORRETJER.^^

advised the informant that C.JJPOS is no longer sick physically but only spiri- 
tually.

PHYSIC. i C01TDITI0H OF CAMPOS 

On .pril 12, 1941, Dr. EPAKIITONDA SECONDARIA was interviewed by 
Special Agent Alfred B. Novak relative to the physical condition of the 
subject. It should bo noted that this doctor has been in attendance to 
C.J1P0S since he first entered the hospital June 8, 1943. 

Dr, SECONDARIA advised that he had been treating the subject at 
uhc Columbus Hospital sunce June, 1943, and that at the present time he was ^ 
still under his caro. He reported that Dr. PETER F. AMOROSO, Commissioner' 
of the Dep.rt 1 . 1 ent of Correction, for the City of New York, had asked him 
to handle the ease. • ~ 

SECOND.JlI-i. reported that at the tine the subject was admitted to 
the hospital he was suffering from arthritis of the spino, inflammation 
of the glands, and coronary scclerosis, resulting from eoronary insufficiency. 
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Dr. 32C0ND..JII-. described the heart condition as being hardening of the 
arteries 'which prevents a sufficient quantity of blood from being 
punpod into the heart. He stated that this condition appears in many 
normal individuals about the age of fifty years. In CJIPOS ' case, the 
doctor reported that this condition was' aggravated by mental depression 
brought on apparently by worry and occasional upsets, the nature of 
ivhich upsets ’./ore imlcnovm to the doctor. 



He stated that the arthritis condition and the inflammation of 
tho glands disappeared shortly after CAIIPOS entered the hospital and he 
stated that the heart condition had improved steadily and constantly since 
last June but there had been occasional setbacks in the heart condition 
caused by emotional upsets. He explained this statement by saying that 
C.JIPOSwas coriantly emotional and nervous and described CAMPOS as a 
psycho- somatic, which ho explained as meaning a physical condition 
brought about by mental depression such as worry or excitement. 


SECOND ARIA reported that while CAI!P0S was able to walk and 
to take physical care of himself, he did not exhibit any desire to walk 
very much and that he never left his room to Dr. SECONDARIA 1 s knowledge. 

He stated that CAMPOS has nursing care only' by the nurses on the 
floor and that no special nurse's attention was required. He stated that 
the only raedicati cnswhich CAMPOS has received are vitamins and tonic • 
dosages which were administered solely for the purpose of building up his 
resistance. He stated that occasionally a sedative was given when CAMPOS 
complained of having spent a sleepless night duo to worry. 

Dr. SEC0HURIA stated Ahat CAMPOS had told him that part of his 
worry was attributable. , to concern over the physical condition of 
his wife, !LlURu\jfejESES^ who is presently living in Peru, 

and who, .according to tile statement given to the doctor by CAMPOS, is 
apparently suffering from tuberculosis. 

The doctor reported that two cardiograms had been made of 
C.J1P0S' heart and that nothing unusual was shown by these cardiograms 
but that this was not unusual inasmuch as usually the cardiograph 
only records a bad heart condition during a period of heart attack. 

He also reported that the X-rays reflected that a tubercular 
scar existed on one of CAMPOS' lungs -which indicated that , he had at one time 
suffered from tuberculosis, but that this tubercular condition had been 
cleared and in no way affected his present physical condition. 
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2 .l TTasseman test was given to CAMPOS with negative results. 

The doctor advised that he does not luake any special trip to 
the hospital for the purpose of seeing CAMPOS but that ho merely drops 
in to see him while ho is at the hospital visiting other, patients 
|nd that this dropping in usually takes place every other day. He said 
£hat ordinarily CAMPOS ' pulso is faster than normal. 

Continuing, SECOND ARIA reported that the only treatment that 
will continue to improve C.'IIPOS ' condition will be rest and quiot and 
that although CAMPOS at times complains of pain, this is only at those 
times when ho has engaged in some physical or mental exertion. 

The doctor expressed the opinion that if CAMPOS was his private 
patient, he would recommend that he be placed in a convalescent home 
or in a sanatorium where he would receive rest and quiet and would 
continue to improve as he believes that continuous residence in a 
hospital is not essential to his recovery. 

Tho doctor reported that while CAMPOS does not have a large 
appetite, he eats well and regularly and docs not require a spocial diet. 

He stated that any subject of a controversial nature would tend to upset 
COMPOS, but that it would be satisfactory to talk to him on any subject 
other than a controversial one. The doctor expressed the opinion, 
unsolicited, that CAMPOS would die if he were sent "back to jail". 

On March 7, 1944, the writer conferred with Mother B.JtTHOLOMM, 
superintendent of the Columbus Hospital, relative to the subject. Tho 
Mother Superior advised that she would hesitate to express an opinion 
relative to the subject's condition since she is not a physician. However, 
she advised that she had written a medical report of CAMPOS upon the 
advice of Dr. SEC0ND.uRIA. and transmitted tho same to the Probation 
Office, Southern District of ■lev/' York. 

She reported that CAMPOS eats well and has visitors from morning 
until night. Furthermore, the Mother advised that he walks around in his 
room and takes tub baths without assistance. 


The reader's .attention is also invited to Pago 2 of the writer's 
report dated January 5, 1944, at Now York City, relative to the subject in 
which the Mother Superior, in discussing CAMPOS' condition, stated that she 
'./as advised by Dr. SECOND ARIA that there was apparently nothing wrong with 
CAMPOS and that ho could go home at any tine he wished. At this time tho 
Mother Superior also advised tho writer that tho subject was allowed

visitors at any tine and stated that his roon was always filled with 
visitors, most of whon were Puerto Ricans, 

Following the interview on March 7, 1944, with the Mother 
Superior, Miss ELE.JTOR SHEAKOSKI, supervising nurse, caring for CAMPOS , 
reported that Cj'JIPOS docs not appear to be ill, and that she always 
felt; since the first tine that she cane in contact with the patient, that 
‘lie was in the hospital for reasons other than treatment. 

This nurse reported that she began working on the case shortly 
after Christmas ,' 1943. 

HISS SHEMKOSKI recalled that one norning when she was about 
to take the patient's temperature, he stated, "I an not sick. It won't 
be necessary" This nurse reported that CMI’POS* pulse, temperature, and 
respiration were normal. She further advised that he had a keen eppetite, 
is jolly, and has a constant stream of visitors from norning until 
night. One of these individuals she stated is called PINTO, and the 
nurse reported that he remains with C. A IPOS almost constantly. (PINTO is 
probably JULIO PINTO GAHEIA, Secretary General of the Party,) 

The nurse reported that it was difficult for her to understand , 
how an individual who it appeared had nothing wrong with him could confine * 
himself to a hospital for all these months. She reported that CAMPOS 
required no hospital attention such as other patients require as ho 
can .do everything for himself except make his bed in the norning, 

..s to the attending physician, DR. SECONDARIA, the nurse had littl 
to say except that it was not difficult for a physician to falsify a chart. 

At the conclusion of this interview Miss SHEAKOSKI 
remarked, "I know that, he is here for some other reason than 
hospitalization" .

Confidential Informant T-l made available the following infor- 
mation directed to PEDRO PEREZ PATAU, Aguas Buenas, Puerto Rico, from 
ISOLINA R0ITD0U MERCED, 1930 Lexington Avenue, New York City, dated April 
1, 1944. It should be noted that MSS ROKDON frequently writes letters to 
PAGAN enclosing letters from CAMPOS. CAMPOS wrote as follows : 

" It was with surprise that I read your published mpssage of 

condolence on the passing of the eminent matron Mohandas K. Gandhi. I bog 
to call the attention of the Ssnturce and all other municipal, councils 
to the fact that they must refrain from addressing any declaration or 
resolution to anyone whether in Puerto Rico or abroad.” 

CAMPOS then states that anything of this nature can only 
emanate from the national Council. 
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In conclusion CAMPOS reports "That all persons -who are 
interested be told that they must be ready to work nobJjj! for the welfare 
of our native land and the supreme command expects 
self discipline”. 


MARCANTONIO ' s SPEECH BEFORE PRO- INDEPB1IDENCE GROUP

MARCANTONIO spoke before the Associacion Pro-Independencia de Puerto

On April 6, 1944, an unknown individual tolcphcnical Ly contacted ^ 
Special Agent George R. Masset, of this office, and advised that he could 
not give his name because if he did, ho would bo shot within 24 hours. 

This individual advised that DON lEDRO (Believed to be the subject) 
was staying at the Columbus Hospital and is supposed to be ill but is 
not. Continuing, the informant reported that DON PEDRO is a Nationalist 
who is seeking the liberation of Puerto Rico. This informant also ad- 
vised that PEDRO at one time served a six year sentence in "Alcatraz" 
and is a' very dangerous person.

THE MAGAZINE "PUERTO RICO" 

Confidential Informant^^^^Wreportcd that since March, 1944, 
the Nationalist Party, in Hew Yorl^City7 has been printing a monthly periodi- 
cal entitled, "PUERTO RICO". This is a Spanish language magazine 
and is described by the informant as being the official organ of the 
party. 


It should be noted that in February, 1943, there appeared a 
weekly newspaper entitled "PUEBLOS HISP.'JJOS ,l nhich at its inception was ' * 
generally considered to be the official document of the Nationalist 
Party in Hew York City, It may be recalled that the director of this 
newspaper was JILIN ANTONIO CORRET JER, who at that time was Secretary 
General of said organization. However, since CORRETJER’s removal from 
the party by CAMPOS , a review of "PUEBLOS HISPANOS" , since that time, 
will show that very little space is presently being given to Puerto 
Rican independence. To further illustrate this point the first issue 
of "PUEBLOS HISPANOS" was largely given to articles concerning CiiMPOS and 
other political prisoners, ns well as the demand for immediate independence 
Recent issues of "PUEBLOS HISPANOS", however , have no mention of CAMPOS and 
very little about Puerto Rican independence. The newspaper now follows 
closely the Communist Party line. 


The magazine "PUERTO RICO" is presently being printed by the 
CARLOS LOPEZ JgjHU^GCOMPAHY, located at 61 Clcff Stroe t. New York City. 
According 000 copies are printed monthly at a cost of

GA1JN at that time promised 
CAIiPOS that all the promises that he had made to him would be reali z cd to 
the letter. On this same day CAMPOS told a party delegate that the National 
ist Part]' had chalked up another triumph by its opposition to the 
elected, governor of Puerto Rico and that Washington was convinced that the 
only' - possible solution was indepcndonco/flfc 


On April 27, 1944, Confidential Informaivtl^^B^^Bhcld a conference 
with the subject. C.U.IPOS at this meeting reported in detail how in 1933 
when the Senate of Puerto Rico, acting under the direct orders of the 
Governor, tried to adopt the flag of Puerto Rico as the flag for the 
colony of Puerto Rico. CAIIPOS said that ho, himself, organized a 
socrct service and found out on which night the Chamber and Senate would 
hold a meeting to pass the resolution. 
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CAMPOS continued, "On that night, we nrganized a nocting of 
thousands of people. .It about 9 p.n. one of my nen onne to me and told 
nc that the Chamber had passed the resolution and that at about 11 p.m, 

the Senate would do the sane. Then I ordered some of my assistants 

to take a few cf our party members and go to the capitol building . 

At about 10:30 p.n. I spoke to the people congregated at the Plaza de 

j.j-n as in San Juan telling then the plans to dishonor our flag. We than 

/all started walking towards the capitol. ‘To overpowered the guards 
and entered the building. During the struggle, the min stairway 
broke and we lost the life of one of our best members on that 
occasion, but the resolution wa s not passed and we savod the honor 
of our flag. " 

Confidential Informni^JBj^Rihen brought the conversation 
arcuiid to the status of CORRETJER^'^iat happoned to C0RRETJER only 
he and I knew, I am not going to tell that to anybody, even to GANDIA. 

I thought that what I did was the proper thing. We not only have to think 
of today, but we have to think of the future consequences, CCRRETJER is 
out, and that is all that anyone will know for the present." 

During this conversation, the informant brought; up the subject ©£ 
Selective Service. The subject criticized the so- called "Nationalists 
that arc today in the uniform cf the same armed force who have invaded our 
nation". COMPOS mentioned particularly GILBERT0 and ERNESTO CONCEPCION 
DE GRACIAS. 

In speaking of the United States CAMPOS said that"thcse people 
arc very intelligent and powerful and we arc cognizant of that.

They have one of the best systems of espionage, but 
we also have a very good secret service. What the North Americans do not 
realize is that we have members of the Nationalist Party in every branch 
of the government of Puerto Rico.

For about an hour the informant and the subject discussed 
Nationalist activities in Puerto Rico. 


CAMPOS stated that he entered the Knights of Columbus in 1921 
because of their tremendous force and planned to use that force to fight 
the actionary forces of the Masonic control by the Imperalistic Supreme 
Council in the United States. However, CAMPOS reported that he fell 
out with the Knights of Columbus and has since thon been dedicating all 
his efforts to infiltrating Nationalist Party members into the Masonic 
order.

/ This Bureau wae recently advised In confidence that subject Campos has 

extracted the belief that he will be returned to Puerto Rico for re-sentence in the 
proxlaate future Inasmuch at the conditions of his probation were served upen hia on 
July 21, 1944. Canpos informed our sources that if he were sent bade to Puarto Rico 
•no one knows what will happen*; that he wanted "to avoid any possible bloodshed 1 ; 
and that everything is prepared for anti-Aaerican demonstrations In case of his arrest. 
In addition, Canpos is allaged to have stated that "a very powerful American organi- 
sation 8 sent a message to Orau San Martin, Cuban Presldent-elact who la expected in 
Washington, D. C. during the latter part of August, wherein It was Indicated that he 
should not aoeept the invitation of this Government to visit the United States since 
the United States Government has ignored the "unanimous* resolution of the Cuban 
Constituent Assembly asking for the freedom of Puerto Rico and its nationalist 
leaders. Campos stated that should Gran San Martin visit this country, a picketing 
line will be organised by that * powerful American organisation" in protest. 


In reference to the foregoing I desire to advise that this Bureau has 
no information In its possession which vould indicate that the members or adherents 
of the Rationalist Party of Puerto Rico are prepared to effect any type of snti- 
American demonstrations in tha Island in case of the subject's arrest and return to 
Puerto Rico. I desire to advise also that the information currently available vould 
tend to reflect that the subject's statement concerning the "unanimous * resolution ' 
of the Cuban Constituent Assembly is incorrect, for, although the resolution as 
described above was proposed by a member of the Cuban Congress, we have^no information 
which would reflect that it was passed unanimously or otherwise. r -j_>

You will recall that the captioned individual is the President of 
the Nation slist Party of Puerto Bioo, an organisation which reco m m ends the 
vldlsnt overthrow of the United States Government} that in 1936, he wee con- 
victed in the Federal Coart at San Juan for conspiracy to o reate insurrection 
and rebellion, at which tine he wsa glean an eetaal sentence of six years and 
a suspended sentence of four years, to be followed by a probation tern of four 
years duration} that he sea released from the Atlanta Penitantiary on Juno 3, 
1943* st which tine he established residence at the Coluabua Hospital in R$w 
Toik City where he has been living continuously sines that date. You will ^

District of Not l'ork and this action apparently had its origin in the con- 
tinued endeavors of tho Federal Judge in Puerto Rico to effect the compliance 
of the subject with his sentence and in the fact that the Judge indicated that 
in tho absence of such compliance, he would order the issuance of a warrant, 
calling for Campos to return to Puerto Rico to show cause why his probation 
should not be revoked. 

on August 15, 1944, Acting Attorney General Charles Fahy telephon- 
ically coonunicated with us, st which tins h# requested a mm m of the in- 
fo rwati on in tbs Bureau's possession c adeeming the subject's probation and 
' particularly his current physical condition. This request was complied with 
on August 16, 1944. At the sane time, a representative of the U.3. Probation 
Office In the Sou thorn District of Not York advised the Bureau in the strictest 
confidence that Hr. Fahy telephcnically informed him on the previous day that 
the Federal Judge in San Juan had Issued a warrant for the arrest of Caspoa and 
at that time, Fahy requested the Probation Officer to ascertain the physical 
condition of the subject. This Probation Officer indicated that although Hr. 
Fahy did not specifically state that the information concerning this warrant 
was of a confidential nature, he fait that this might have been Fahy 'a desire 
and be added at that time that since he and possibly the United States Attorney 
in the Southern District of Sot York were the only persona advised of the 
warrant, a disclosure of this fact might Jeopardise his, the Probation Officer’s 
position. 


In connection with the foregoing, the following observations are 
considered noteworthy: 

1. It is to be recalled that Campos enjoys the support of the 
Communist Political Association and of ultra-liberal elements 
both in and out of the Government; that Congressman UaTcantonio 
has interceded with the President in the subject's behalf; 

and that similar intercessions have been and® with other 
individuals close to the President by Josephine Truslow A dans 
and Pearl Buck at the request of Earl Browder and other 
high-ranking functionaries of the Communist Political Association 

2. If and when this warrant is served, and there is no indication [OJ 
that it lias bean served as yet, it appears that one of two 
possibilities may result t 

a. The probationary sentence of Campos will be immediately 
commuted by the President or, 

b. Campos will be obliged to return to Puerto Rico to show 
cense why his probation should not be revoked.

that the statement of Campos, alleging the passage of a "unani- 
mous" resolution on the part of the Cuban Constituent Assembly, 
calling for the freadom of Puerto Bioo and its leaden, is to 
say, at least, an overstatement of facts, for although each a 
resolution was proposed by one of the leftist Cuban Congressman, 
there has been no Indication that this resolution was passed 
in the moaner indicated. It is considered n o te wor t h y also, that 
the Cuban President-Sleet, Qrau San Martin, is thoroughly dis- 
liked by the Com uniats in the Western Hemisphere and that the 
"powerful American organisation* referred to by Campos is in all 
probability, the Communist Political Association. 


4. In view of the manner in which the Bureau received this in- 
formation concerning the issuance of a warrant sailing for the 
arrest of Campos, it appears that no dissemination nay be made 
of that information, although it does seem unlikely that its 
content can continue to be maintained in such restricted circles 
in the event the responsible authorities have any Intention of 
serving the warrant on tha subject.

On August 14, 1944 Acting Attorney General Fahy advised me 
he had received a telegram indicating that Arthur Garfield Hayes has 
interested himself in Campos and has protested that there is indication 
the probation officers are going to recommend that Campos be picked up 
for a violation of his probation; that Hayes desires time to check Campos' 
physical condition, inasmuch as it is alleged he is seriously ill and 
under treatment at the present time. Mr. Fahy stated he was desirous 
of obtaining a report on the physical condition of Campos. I suggested to 
him that he should obtain this through the office of the United States 
Attorney for the lS outherr^istj^^of New York, indicating I believed 
the probation officei^fl|m||m^had a complete report on the physical 
condition of Campos. 



Mr. Fahy also desired to know whether Campos had filed appli- 
cation with the White House for a pardon. I told him I was not aware 
of any such formal application, although it was known that Congressman 
Marcantonio was active in behalf of Campos in this country. 


As previously requested, it is desired that a memorandum - 
be promptly prepared for Mr. Fahy, advising him of the facts available 
to the Bureau concerning the physical condition of Campos and any action 
which he may have taken toward filing a request for a pardon.

You will 
likewise recall that Campos has given the Federal Judge in San Juan and the 
probation officers in Puerto Rico and the Southern District of New York, con- 
siderable trouble in that he has failed to make his initial compliance with the 
terms of his probation sentence and because he has neither requested authority 
from the Federal Court in Puerto Rico to remain in New York City, nor accepted 
the conditions of his orobation. 


Of recent date, at the request of the Federal Judge in San Juan and 
with the express direction of the Attorney General, the Bureau undertook an 
investigation for the purpose of ascertaining whether Campos was malingering / 
in order to obviate the necessity for compliance with his probationary sentence. 
These inquiries established that the subject was in fact malingering; that for 
several months, there has been no necessity for his continued hospitalization; 
and that upon apparen -^suggestion* of his attorney, U. S. Congressman Vito Marc - 
antordo, he has remained at the hospital for the purpose of continuing Puerto 
Rican Nationalist activities without fear of interruption.

District of New York and this action apparently had its origin in the con- 
tinued endeavors of the Federal Judge in Puerto Rico to effect the compliance 
of the subject with his sentence and in the fact that the Judge indicated that 
in the absence of such compliance, he would order the issuance of a warrant, 
calling for Campos to return to Puerto Rico to show cause why his probation 
should not be revoked. 


On August 15, 1944, Acting Attorney General Charles Fshy telephon- 
ically communicated with me, at which time he requested a resume of the in- 
formation in the Bureau's possession concerning the subject's probation and 
particularly his current physical condition. This request was complied with 
on August 16, 1944. At the same time, a representative of the U.S. Probation 
Office in the Southern District of New York advised the Bureau in the strictest 
confidence that Mr. Fahy telephonically informed him on the previous day that- 
the Federal Judge in San Juan had issued a warrant for the arrest of Campos and 
at that time, Fahy requested the Probation Officer to ascertain the physical 
condition of the subject. This Probation Officer indicated that although Mr. 
Fahy did not specifically state tnat the information concerning this warrant 
was of a confidential nature, he felt that this might have been Fahy's desire 
and he added at that time that since he and possibly the United States Attorney 
in the Southern District of New York were the only persons advised of the t> 
warrant, a disclosure of this fact might jeopardize his, the Probation Officer's 
position. 


OBSERVATIONS 

In connection with the foregoing, the following observations are 
considered noteworthy: 


It is to be recalled that Campos enjoys the support of the 
Communist political Association and of ultra-liberal elements 
both in and out of the Government; that Congressman Marcantonio 
has interceded with the President in the subject's behalf; 
and that similar intercessions have been made with other 
individuals close to the President by Josephine Truslow Adams 
and Pearl Buck at the request of Earl Browder and other G/ 1 

high-ranking functionaries of the Communist Political Association/'*^

2. If and when this warrant is served, and there is no indication 
that it has been served as yet, it appears that one of two 
possibilities may result:

In connection -with the latter pomi^^ampos asserted j 
presence of a Bureau informant flHBbn August 14, 1944, 
that "unless something is done, ri^Jn^oe sent back to Puerto 
Rico on August 22, 1944, for resentence". The subject then 
added that if he were sent back to Puerto Rico, "no one knows 
what will happen and I want to avoid bLoodshed". At this 
juncture, according to the informant, Campos alleged that 
everything has been prepared for anti-American demonstrations 
in case of his arrest. Campos advised the informant that "a 
very powerful American organization" sent a message to Grau 
San Martin, Cuban President-Elect, who is expected in Washing- 
ton at the end of August, wherein it was indicated that Martin 
should not accept the invitation of this Government to visit 
the United States since our Government has ignored the "unani- 
mous" resolution of the Cuban Constituent Assembly, asking for 
freedom of Puerto Rico and its leaders. Campos maintained at 
the time that if Grau San Martin does visit the United States, 
a picket line will be organized by that "powerful American 
organization" in protest. It is to be noted that the Bureau 
has no corroborating information in its possession which would 
indicate that the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico is prepared 
to make any anti-American demonstrations on the island of Puerto 
RLco in the case of his arrest. It is likewise to be observed 
that the statement of Campos, alleging the passage of a "unani- 
mous" resolution on the part of the Cuban Constituent Assembly, 
calling for the freedom of Puerto Rico and its leaders, is to 
sayj^Jjfc least, an overstatement of facts, for although such a 
resolution was proposed by one of the leftist Cuban Congressmen, 
there has been no indication that this resqlution was passed 
in the manner indicated. It is considered noteworthy also, that 
tiie Cuban President-Elect, Grau San Martin, is thoroughly dis- 
liked by the Coimiunists in the Western Hemisphere and that the 
"powerful American organization" referred to by Campos is in all 
probability, the Communist Political Association. 


4. In view of the manner in which the Bureau received this in- 
formation concerning the issuance of a warrant calling for the 
arrest of Campos, it appears that no dissemination may be made 
of that information, although it does seem unlikely that its 
content can continue to be maintained in such restricted circles, 
in the event the responsible authorities have any intention of 
serving the warrant on the subject.

At this tine Hr. Paul J. Cotter* Attorney in the Criminal Division, tele- 
phonies lly inquired regarding the present status of the probation of sub- 
ject Campos. Cotter indicated that they are receiving protests in the De- 
partment and the Attorney General* s office from the American Civil Libep^ 
ties Union and organizations of liberal and radioal hue protesting aga] 
the allegedly contemplated arrest on August 22 next of Campos, ohargf 
violation of his probation. Allegedly, according to the protests being^ 
oeived, Campos after arrest mill be returned to Puerto Rico for senteni 
Hr. Cotter desired to know everything the Bureau had regarding the allied / 
arrest. • 

I pointed out to him that USA Herrick at Puerto Rioo had contacted Judge Cooper 
there who at present is indisposed, according to our Puerto Rioo Offioe. Judge 
Cooper told Herrick that other than the servio^o^th^conditiQns of probation 
whioh were made upon Campo^oa^Jul^2^bj^^^BBK^^|^Probation Officer at 
San Juan, accompanied byfl^^mjj^HJj^^^^^obetionOfficer, Southern Dis- 
trict of New York, no fhrthe^Stic^ha^aeentaken by Judge Cooper looking to- . 
ward the revocation of probation. The possibility was pointed out to Hr. Colter 
that probably Campos is stirring up these protests and soliciting them in oontemr 
plat ion of refusing to report under the terms of his probation on August 22, in- 
asmuch as the terms of his probation provide that he must report to the Probation 
Officer in the SD of NY onoe a month. Hr. Cotter was appreciative for the infor- 
mation furnished him and it was pointed out to him that the inquiry by USA Herrick 
at Puerto Rico of Judge Cooper was prompted by a oable request of the Criminal Di- 
vision of the Department to do so. 

In a general discussion. Hr. Cotter referred to the fact that the Department is 
definitely interested in the case of Campos, particularly from the standpoint of 
possible prosecution for counseling evasion of duty in -the armsd services. At 
the same time, he indicated that the Criminal Division is uncertain as to whether 
a revocation of the probation of Campos .would hold vup in law. In this oonneetian
